vour of the old Miniftcrs 1 A Thing which they 
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icfever took upon them to do, even in the late: 
King WiJlianis Reign, when their High Mighti- 
ness raighr reafonai>ly be iuppos'd to have a 
greater (hare in the Gouncils oif ibeBruiflj Court.
